The total 
amount is based on $266,700 for the General Fund, $4,700 for Water & 
Sewer Operations, $400 for Retirement Fund, $4,600 for Water & Sewer 
Improvements, $100 for Fraud, Alcohol and Drug Enforcement, $28,900 for 
Vehicle Maintenance, $1,469,100 for TIF Fund and $2,100 for E-911 Fund. 
Finance Director Peterson noted the TIF amount includes the loan payoff.
